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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board of Unity: 
I hereby submit my annual report for the eleventh year as 
your Superintendent of Schools. 

The schools of Unity during the last two years have been in 
rather troubled condition. First because there seemed to be lit- 
tle cooperation between parents and teachers, secondly because 
at the Schools District Meeting, two years ago not enough 
money was raised to maintain the schools and State officers 
demanded that we close one school and reduce other expenses to 
a point where each school is reduced to a rural school of eight 
grades and thirdly because of the scarcity of teachers and good 
boarding places it has been hard to get regular teachers. I hope 
that this is all in the past and that with good teachers and in- 
terested parents we can educate the children of Unity and in 
good citizenship and in subject matter that will be a help to 
them in later life. We sometimes forget that the children and 
their future which depends upon the impression their young 
minds get from what is going on around them is of greater value 
than many of the things we talk about. 

The Center School except for a few instances which really 
had nothing to do with the school has run smoothly. It is our 
largest school and both the teacher Miss Helen Berry and the 
children are to be complimented. The East School was opened 
by Mrs. Pauline Durling an able teacher as a substitute, but 
was taken over by Mrs. Grace Way as a regular teacher. The | 
instruction is good and the children are doing good work. The 
County School had four substitute teachers for the first four 
weeks of school. Then Mrs. Nellie L. Doten of Claremont taught 
until Christmas. She developed an-excellent school but left on 
account of ill health. Mrs. Marjorie Crossman is now the regular 
teacher and there is good work being done. The Quaker School 
also had four teachers during the first four weeks of school, 
then Mrs. Sadie Nichols taught until Christmas. She managed 
to organize the school enough to give them some drill work but 
she accepted another position. The School is now being taught 
by Mrs. Helen Poelman of Plymouth and although she has 
only been there a few weeks, she has demonstrated that she 
understands the situation and can handle it. The children like 
her and it has no appearance of being the same school. 

The teacher situation is really quite serious. While wages 
have been raised they do not meet the increases in taxes and the 
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increases in the costs of living. It is right that everyone should 
carry a part of the hardships of these times, but it is well to 
consider the difficulties of finding new teachers. There are teach- 
ers who will accept single grade positions of not more than 
twenty pupils, near a railroad station, at high salaries, but 
teachers, who really love to teach and are willing to work in 
the rural school as their part to help in these troubled days are 
hard to find. 

It is generally thought that the State pays the expenses of 
the elementary schools over and above five mills on the equal- 
ization valuation of the Districts. That was the intention of the 
law, but during the last few years it does not work out just that 
way. The State pays none of the costs for educating the high 
school pupils. She will not pay any of the costs of the elementary 
education that she has not approved, and since the legislature 
has cut the appropriation on schools so small, the approvals 
have been cut on things really needed in the schools of today. 
The State approved only $5 per school for lights, and has no 
funds for any emergencies such as the transportation of new 
pupils or the opening of a new school in the middle of the year. 

It would be a great help to equalize the cost of education 
in this State if a law was passed providing up to $1,500 for 
each district to help maintain high schools or to pay tuitions 
and other expenses of high school pupils. 

I wish to thank the teachers, members of the Unity School 
_ Board, children and the citizens for their patience during the 
year.
